that she had never given her address 
as being Mrs, Price; that she had not 
indorsed checks under the name oi 
Alice Price; that she had never seen 
Pearce, one of the witnesses for Airs. 
Ilargreaves in her suit against that 
lady; that she did not #o out of tho 
house on certain dates, and that she 
hacT never heard the names of Sphik & 
Sons mentioned. 


Mrs. Ilarg-reaves was then called to 


the stand, and, in detail, she g-ave an 
account of the loss of the famous jew- 
els; of tlio places in which she kept 
them; explained Mrs. Osborne's famil- 
iarity with her hiding places; the action 
she took when the loss of tlie pearls 
became known; her suspicions and 
Mrs. Osborne's action and demeanor 
under circumstances 
attending1 tlie

greaves

grandmother 
a| handsome collection

worth about $75,000, and, that among' 
their friends at Torquay wns Miss 
Ethel Elliott, a second cousin of the 
Hargreaves, now Mrs. Osborne, the 
prisoner. Miss Elliott, it appears, in- 
herited £30,000 from her father, au her 
share of his estate; but she soon F,pent 
it, an example \yhieh was followed by 
her brother Hugh. Miss Ethal, who 
waa tall, dark and handsome, married 
Capt. Osborne, of the carbineers, when 
her money was all gone; the captain is 
not wealthy. 


Mrs. 
HargTcaves explained that she 


so feared for the safety of hei' jewels 
that aho had a secret drawer made for 
them. 
During1 the major's absence on 


tho continent Mr. Hargreuves invited 
Mrs. 
Osborue to come und stay with 


her and showed the visitor how to open 
the secret drawer which contained bet 
jewels. One day Mrs. Hargrcavcs had 
to R-O out, and left her friend Mrs. Os- 
borne at home in charge of the house; 
the latter, it appears, went to her host- 
ess' bed-room aud then sent a servant, 
who had accompanied her, away on an 
errand. When the #irl returned, Mi's, 
nnrgreuvea said, she. found Mrs. Os- 
borne still there and it is supposed that 
she hud profited by the servant's ab- 
sence to open the secret drawer. 


When Mr*. Uurjrreaves opened the 


secret hiding place some two days later, 
she found that she had been robbed 
of jewelry valued nt ubout $75,000, in- 
cluding some valuable pearls. Evory 
effort 
wa~s made, unsuccessfully, 
to 


find the missing jewels, Mrs. Osborne 
e.xprchsod great sympathy with her 
friend in the loss the latter had sus- 
tained, but nothing was heard of the 
pearls until Spink &. Sons, in reply to a 
circular sent out by tho police describ- 
ing the missing1 property, wrote saying" 
that they thought they had the jewelry 
reformed to. 


Continuing, Mrs. Ilargreavcs said 


that all her property had since been re- 
stored, am! that all expenses of the 
trial had been refunded, and that she 
had nothing but a feeling of great sym- 
pathy for the prisoner and a strong 
hope that the matter would not be 
prosecuted further than absolutely nec- 
essary against her unfortxmate friend. 


The witness then said, with tears in 


her eyes, that she had visited Mrs. Os- 
borno in Hollo way jail, and explained 
that her motive lor so doing was simply 
one of hincero commiseration with tlie 
prisoner in the sad trouble in which she 
found herself. 


Mrs. 
Osborne, (hiring the delivery of 


tho latter part of Mrs. Hargreaves' tes- 
timony, sobbed so bitterly and vio- 
lently, an(3 was evidently so much dis- 
tressed that several other ladies in the 
court room burst into tears and ono 
lady was curried out in a- dead i'aint, 
utterly overcome by the emotion con- 
jured up b,y the scene. 


The climax was reached when Mrs. 


Hargreaves, at the conclusion of her 
testimony, stepped down irom the wit- 
ness stand, blinded with tears, and 
quickly stepping tip to the unhappy 
lady in the prisoners' dock, affec- 
tionately kissed her and warmly shook 
hands with Capt. Osborne 
Thou, as if 


by mug-ic, a roar of applause swept 
over thut dull old court room, 


A member of the firm of Spink & 


Sons, the Bond-street jewelers, who 
purchased the stolen pearls, was the 
next witness called, 
llis testimony 


vi-jis, in substance, that on February 
1i>, 1601, a lady called upon him and 
sold him some valuable pearls for £r>60. 
lie identified the prisoner as the lady 
referred to, A duy or two later, he 
continued, the prisoner returned and 
got him to make the check payable to 
bearer, ns she said she wanted to cash 
it and was a stranger in town. 
, 


The treasury, Mr. Spink said, had* 


ask him to prosecute Mrs, Osborne i 
but, he had positively refused to do BO} 
(Suppressed applause.) 


Mr. William Penrce, cashier of the 


branch bank, in Picadilly, of Glinn, 
Mills & Co., testified to paying a lady, 
whom he identified as the prisoner, the 
amoxtnt of Mr. Spink's cheek in notes. 


Mr. M. Caivihorne, cashier of the 


National Provincial bank, branch in 
Picadilly, was then called and gave 
testimony to the effect that he had 
given Mrs. Osborne gold for the notes. 
IJy their numbers, he added, these 
notes weru traced to the Bank of En- 
gland, and OH the back of at least one 
of them wab found the name "Ethel 
Elliott," Mrs. Osborne's maiden name. 


Other 
witnesses wore called who 


proved that Mrs. Osborne had paid her 
debts with the identical notes which 
had boon paid out in exchange for Mr. 
Spitiks* chuck. 


In answer \.o Sir John Bridge's fjentle 


inquiry a? to whether the prisoner had 
any tiling to way 3Ir*<. Osborne burst out 
in a torrent oE tears during which she 
was heard to sob out; "I have nothing 
to say." 


Mrs, 
O&borne, accompanied by her 


husband and escorted by an inspector 
of police, was then takeu back, in a 
cab, to Holloway jail, where she was 
again assigned to a cot in the infirmary 
in that institution. Mrs. Osborno will 
be tried shortly in tlie central criminal

actions in tho stock market have monopolized 
attention iu Wall street. OatHido of siiecula- 
tivo circles tbere is some doubt whether tho ot- 
fects will bo Jwneflclal, 
Many uppreheusl 


that tho viifto of coal may bo advanced to man- 
utncturiug oatubliahmc'iits and other consum- 
ers. On tho otiier hand, tho consolidHtetl com- 
panies will have no more power to control tha 
price of coal than they have had through their 
combination, and thu raurltut continues unusu- 
ally dull, the nominal price being not often ob- 
tained, For tha first time in rauny months tho 
exports o( products from New York fall a little 
below thoau of the same waok last yoar, but tbo 
sutpmeuts from otJior port1* continue very 
large. Tho production of pig iron is about 
stationary. Tho stocks of charcoal iron nro a;ib- 
stnntially unchanged but stocks of coko iron sira 
couaiderably larger, so that on the whole, the 
consumption does uot appear quite up to tho 
enormous supply.

Reports from otheT 
ritiu^ indicate a tronoral improvement in trade 
At Boston trade is on the whuki Hati^factory, tn 
dry fjooda equal to Jast year's, tho cotton mills 
aro busy and a steady incroaso ^ppoars in ordor« 
for wonl^Mis and shoes. Sales of wool for the 
year are ttm1* far 3,000,000 pounds less tl:nn In.sl 
year's to tho name (Into. Trade in dry (foods is 
improving at Hartfnrd, aud at Bridgeport sitlci 
aro larger than In previous yjars, though Iiie 
hardware traile is slack.
